4k, The oreliminary vork Dlenned for these stwients is to reeruit addi tional 
stwlents for the acnfeny ani similar institutions by ororisine omortunities 
to stuly at North Korean universities. This a peal is -ise designe. to serve 
as brovegande cavital fox the North Korean Peoviels Remblic, which can eclnim 
that omortunity for education 15 bed ng denied to the -onth in South Korea, 
Recruiting is exnected to continue for sere time, with nevly trained stodents 
filtering back through the reuntain erens into South Korea to reinforce
